FIRE ON THE PRAYA, 

Yesterday, Sunday, afternoon, fird broke 
out about four o'clock at the shipohaadler’s 
store on the Praya, occupled by Messrs 
T, Aathony & Co The fire-bell was rung 
about five o'clock, and although rain had 
been falling all dey, at intervals, and was 
then falling very heavily; few people seemed 
to think that either the slushy state -of the 
roads or the sevority of the weather should 
prevent them from witnessing what pro- 
mised to be a considerable conflagration, 
The signal of the fire-bell, and the dense 
volumes of smoke, guided the poople-to the 


Canton wharf, where a large crowd collected 
in am raculously short space of time. In 
less than twenty minutes from the time of 
the fire being reported the engines ware got 
to work, and several good streams Of water, 
brought to bear-on the flames, Un the door 
of the store being forced open, it was 
found that the fire, which had-broken out in 
the upper part of the building, was gradually 
making its way to the ground floor; a 
spiral staircase whch led from the store, 
to the.firat floor was burning, bot a stream 
of water we at ounce made to. bear on it, 
checking the firo considerably. It is for- 
tunate that this was accomplished, a8 o 
large quantity of oil and paint wag. stored 
close to the spot, About half-past five the 
only scene worth much as a spectacular 
efieot occurred. The flames broke out from 
the fore part of the building, and spread 
right across the front verandah. Two or 
three of those endeavouring to subdue the 
fire wore on the verandah holding the hose, 
and bad to makea very hurried escape, the 
flames being of sich power that they would 
have been undvubtedly consumed or roaat- 
ed alive had they attempted to maintain 
their position. Tuo rain at this time came 
down 10 torrects; the thunder rolled sul- 
leuly in frightful peals, and vivid flashes 
of lightning foliowed one another rapidly, 
making the over-cast cloudy nature of the 
afternoon only the more visible. The 
brilliant flames from the firo itself burst 
from the building, now high, now low, 
The busy movement of the fire brigades, the 
workman-like snorting of the steam-engine 
pumping; the variegated crowd of interested 
native and foreign people huddled around, 
all perved to make the acene one of intense 
dramatic beauty, and piotygeaque eff-ot. 
Not. tho least beautiful feature in the highly 
coloured and sensational picture was the

., THE DISASTER AT ISANDULA. 
FULL DETAILS FROM BYE WITNESSES, 
Tho details which follow appear in the 
third edition of théLondon evening papers 
of Friday, the 28th, and are probably later 


t, or fuller than the reports whioh have come 


to band by the home papers cf most of our 
readers: - They ard dlitefly extracted from 
the Cape Argus, the ‘special correspondent 
of which ‘says 


Tsandhblwana, the plate to which Lord 
Che'msford advanced his camp alter leaving 
Rorke's Drift, is ‘ten miles, more or less, 
within the enemy’s country. By those 
who know the locality, confirmed by one of 
the aurvivors of the recent battle, the 
encampment is said to have been formed 
at a most unsuitable spot, in a valley s0 
confined os to limit the full range of the 
rifles, and presenting insuperable obstacles 
to (be movements of cavalry. Itis further 
stated that, the waggons were not drawn up- 
with & view to defence, but rarqed anyhow 
under a big hill, behind whicu were two 
dominating ridges, all to the left of the 
Waggon road, the tents being principally 
pitched to the right, or south side of the 
road, Ihave it upgn the same authority 
that the waggons were not ‘‘lasgered ” or 
drawn up 80 close as to make it difficult to 
force the camp, but left with distances equal 
to the length of the span between each, It 
is to be hoped that these allegations may 
be proved incorrect, for if they be true, the 
facts will carry with thom their own signi- 
ficance. 

-On Tucsday morning s foro> sppears to 
have been sent out by Lord Chelmsford for 
the purpose of clearing Matyana’s district, 
and the General, hearing that the enemy 
were in force in that direction, followed in 
the afternoon with relnforgemonts, leaving 
the damp In charge of Colonel Pulleine, of 
the 1-24th Regiment. At this time Colonel 
-Darvford, with a portion of his native con-

Ten wag- 
gons followed under.a amall escort, but 
tipon nearing the camp it was disoo- 
vered that the enemy was near; where- 
Upon a troop of horse and a company of 
foot were sent back for the purpose of 
‘bringing them in, It is not olesr whether 
any interview took place betweei the two 
colonels ; but Durnford detached two troops 
of the Sikali horse to clear ‘from the first 
ridge bebind the hill to the left of the camp 
a body of the enemy seen to be posted 
there, The Zalus, showing some disposi- 
tion to retire, Durnford endeavoured to 
intercopt their retreat by two troops of nay 
‘tive horse, which he led-fn person, to the 
further end of the ridge on which the enemy 
Was posted, Tho rocket battery and native 
infantry received orders to follow, Bofore 
encountering the enemy, & mersage from 
an infantry picket of Colonel Pulleine’s is 
said to have apprised Durnford that the 
Zulus were threatening the camp in large 
numbers, Hoe did not retire upon this 
information, but extended his men; and 
waited for the advanco of the enemy, 
This was not long deleyed; the Zulus 
coming on ih perfect silencs sud_ order, 
preserving a formation of about 80 deep, 
the ranks being opened with a distance 
of about four. feet between files, Fire 
wos opened by the sane at about 700 
yards, and Durnford waited untlt the range 
wan desrensed: by nearly onvihalf before 
replping,.-He then retired alowly towards 
tbe camp, ekabhoging shots all the way. 
When the line of ehitmishers came ap with 
‘thei’ supports the tocket” battery was 
brought into action ¢-bit only one shot had 
beot disthatged. when Ca: Russell was 
wounded, abott 100) yards in front of 
the camp ran a deep plnit, in which Durné 
ford’s forse sought cover foarte with some.

ing saloon was charged with detatning two. what in roar, While this movemont was 


-belng effected, the attack of the onemy 
became fully developed, and itis described 
as resembling a huge horse shoe, rapidly 
contraoting in sizo, and drawing in towards 
the points, no as to take the ultimate form 
of an oval, My informant does not prafeas 
to. be quite clear with regard to tho 
part which waa being played by the soldiers 
all this time, but he states that he heard 
Vory little artillery discharge, and from the 
position where Colonel Durnford made his 
final stand, he saw the red jackets engaged 
at close quarters with the cnemy on the 
high ground to the left of the camp, which 
dhad-been forced on ali sides. . Firat he saw 
the guns”taken, then he heard tho rally 
sounded, and a few moments later there 


‘rushed peat the hill‘upon which be was still 


holding out, a.mingled crowd of red jackets 
and sable warriora, the latter wearlog o 
rcarlet feather as the sole adornments of 
their persons, Purauers and pursued had 
alike: cast away their guns, and their was 
no noise but the dull tramping of the flying 
feet, and a piercing shriek whenever the 
pry of a Zulu was plunged into the back 
¢f his broken and holpless foe, In the first 
excitement of the purauit somo of the camp 
followers and native auxiliaries, as fleet of 
foot as the enemy, succesded in effecting 
their escape. A fow of the Europeans who 
were well mounted also broke through, and 
even one or two of the réd jacketa, were 


succeusful in running the gauntlet, amongst | P 


them Lieutenant Smith Dorrien, who was 
the champion runner of his University a 
few years ago, The men of the 24th Regt. 
are sald to have literally mowed dows the 
enemy ss thelr ammunition lasted, but, by 
some fatality or other, they could not get’ 
fresh ammunition, and the Zulus.aiinply 
overwhelmed them by sheer force of num: 
bers, Seeing that the enemy discarded his 
guns almost Froitt the very beginning, and 
came.on with nothing but the short stab. 
bing. assegal, the slaughter for a few 
agonising moments must have been torrifio, 
for brave men, especially whon desperate, 
do not resign life without a aupreme effort 
at self-defence, What the casualtios were 
upon either side it is yet impossible to aay, 
but the number of Europeans who encaped 
o.nnot bave exuecded a score, Camp fol- 
lowers and native auxiliaties to the number 
about 200 have since turned up, and, ac: 
cording to the most recent official appro- 
ximation, the total of the losses. waa nearly 
1800, including 63 officers of all arms, 740 
Enropean non-commissioned officers. and 
men, 300 men of the Ist Native Regiment, 
and 200 drivers, leaders, camp followers, 
When the camp had been taken the enomy 
fell to plunder, obtaining the 400 oxen, and 
the loss of 102 waggons containing commia. 
satiat stores, slone amounted to 60,0002, 


More than this, the colours of the 24th’ 


formed a part of the capture, snd what is 
still worse, it is reported that the whole of 
the rifles, amounting in all to nearly 1300, 
with about 250,010 rounds of ammunition, 
have been carried cff. I bave beou-unable 
to discover that the tents were struck by 
thelr owners, according to the recognised 
practice ; but there aypeara to be no doubt 
that the ey. having pillaged the waggons 
of the whole of the portable contenta, loaded 
up the remainder, tents and all, eet the 
entirs train alight, and then disappeared in 
various directions, some going towarda the 
King’s Kraal, others down tho river, and 
the remainder taking the road to Rorke’s 
Drift, whore they made a persizent attack 
on the encampment of the 1-24h Regiment, 
of which Lieut. Bromhead was in command, 
Determination was here cf no avail, for the 
defenders had entreuched their position, and 
whon the compound was forced they retired 
to the house, which bad been eo carefully 
fortified that every successive assault was 
repulsed. In the morning Liout. Bromhead 
found that he had sustalaed a loss of twelve 
men, including five who had been massacred 
in the hospital, which was presumably in 
the enclosure. Moro than a hundred Zulus 
were found lying dead around the position. 
Meanwhile the General bad retraced his 
steps. It was late in the afternoon beforo 
intelligence reached him of the disastroua 
attack oi Tsatidhlwana. Ho lost no time 
in effecting a retrograde movement. Tho 
enemy was still in pcasession of the camp 
when he arrived in’ the vicinity, but their 
atrength forbade the risk of an attack, 
Before the rewaining portion of the columa 
could be brought up the Zulus had decamp. 
ed with tho spoil, and there was nothing 
left for the General but the mournful pri- 
vilege of descending to the scene of the 
encampment, where lay friend and foe, 
countless in numbers, ‘in one red burial 
blent.” : -- 

Imagine a bivonac in such ascone. I say 
imagine it, for it may be doubted whether 
it will ever be described in words snfficient- 
ly oxpressive to bring before the mind’s eye 
an adequate representation of all the horrors 
accumulated within that narrow space. It 
{s not known whether the General remain- 
ed to bury his dead, but the bivonac wan 
short, for the. soldiers were without food or 
shelter, and it. was necessary to hold the 
line of communications to save the punt at, 
the Drift, and prevent’ any inroad into the 
colony, which the Zulus might be disponed 
to attempt. Probsbly-the moverrent was 
quickened by reports. of firing in the direo- 
of the Drift. But, anyhow, the retreating 
column was at-the river before five o’clock, 
seeing whiob the Zulus raised their siege of 
the improvised little fort upon the other 
side, and made off rapidly down-stream.
